the Amritsar-AJnala Border. At about 4-40 hours a truck 
was noticed coining towaids Kukranwala crossing from the 
side of \illflge Chnina at very high speed. The Customs 
Preventive party iramediaicly moved towards Kukranwala 
ciossing and aignallcd the truck with torch lights to stop 
for customs checking. But instead of halting, the occu¬ 
pants of the truck tried to over-run the staff and fled towards 
Fatchgarh Churjan or Kumarnwala Fatehgarh-Churian 
road. The Customs Preventive Party immediately horded 
the departmental jeep and started chasing the_truck After 
about a kilometer’s chase, a person on the truck fired one 
shot at the chasing party, but the Customs Preventive Party 
conliinied the ch.ise. He again fired three more shots on 
the chasing party. After some time more shots were fired 
by the smugglers, Shri Bbagwan Singh, Superintendent, who 
w a incharge of the party, ordered Shri Mewa Singh, Sepoy 
to epen fire in self-defence and to hit the rear tyres of the 
truck. He also ordered Shri Chunni Lai, Driver to continue 
the chase. Shri Vijav Bahadur Singh, Inspector held Shri 
Mewa Singh, S<q>oy firmly in his arms as the upper part of 
bis body was outside the fast-moving jeep and he was firing 
upon the truck. The smugglers sitting on the truck continued 
Ip fire on the party. However, they could not discharge or 
deter the Customs party which was chasing them with pre- 
servance. On reaching Mehta Chowk, the truck took a sharp 
turn towards the road leading to Amritsar. There was a 
loud sound. The Preventive parly later discovered that the 
truck bearing No. PJA 6071 had collided with a bus. Some_ 
unidentified persons were seen jumping down from the truck' 
and tiying to nin away. 

.Shri Vijay Bahadur Singh, Inspector, immediately jumped 
out of the still-moving departmental jeep and climbed on the 
body of the truck from the rear and caught hold of one 
person holding a rifle In his hands in the firing position. The 
Inspector grappled with the person in the face of itrave 
risk to his life and succeeded in snatching awav the rifle 
f^om _ him loaded with 3 live cartridges. By this act of 
conspicuous bravery at certain risk to his life and aware of 
the risk involved, Shti Vilav R h idur Sinfrh not onlv rap¬ 
tured an Rimed srancgler but also saved the lives of other 
members of the partv and enabled them to make on excel¬ 
lent seizure of contraband amounting to Ra, 7,OR,500. 

It Is clear from the details of the incident that Shri Vijay 
Bahadur Singh, Inspector, displayed exemplary courage, 
initiative and devotion to duty of the highest order.
